Green Lino which figured in an ac- 
cident near Xew Richmond Satur- 
day midnight passed up ulream (short- 
ly after six o'clock Sunday afternoon 
under her own steam.in command of 
Capt. Matthew Miller. According to 
the latter the boat WHS only slightly 
damaged when the craft headed Into 
a strong current at 15am 35 and the 
bow of the craft crashed against the 
lock wall. Xone of the passengers or 
crew wns seriously hurt, it wag stated 
although the collision caused much 
excitement aboard for a short time. 


The impact wag sufficient to knock 


a small hole in the hull above the 
water line and it was stated that It 
will not be necessary for the craft to 
lay tip for repairs. 


Concerning the accident the En- 


quirer said: 


More than two score" passengers on 


the Greene Line steamer Greenwood, 
en the way up-river from Cincinnati, 
were thrown into a near panic just 
before midnight Saturday, it was dis- 
closed yesterday when the- steamer 
headed into a strong current running 
over Dam Xo. 35, near New Richmond 
swung broadside and brought 
up 


heavily, bow first against a wall of 
the Government lock on the Kentucky 
side of the Ohio River. 


The impact was so heavy that it 


jarred the entire boatload of passen- 
gers and the crew, upset much of the 
cargo nnd tumbled part of it into 
river and part on members of the 
crew. Injuring several, 
and opened 


several seams in the bow of the pack- 
et, permitting water to eater the bull. 


Several passengers liecame panic- 


stricken and others were alarmed. 
Members of the crew, several 
of 


whom were on the'steamer 
Chilo, 


which sank iu almost the same spot 
last year after a similar accident— 
carried children from their berths 
onto the 
deck, 
while 
passengers 


donned life preservers. 


The boat meanwhile was headed 


toward the Kentucky shore where a 
hurried lauding was made. 


By that time the passengers were 


quieted the leaks were plugged up 
and the boat proceeded up-river with 
a quantity of water in the hull. 


According to passengers who re- 


turned to Cincinnati yesterday, the 
Greenwood was on its way from Cin- 
cinnati to Charleston, W. Va., with a 
cargo. 
The cargo was so 
heavy, 


due to 
the 
railroad strike, 
that 


the boat wns two hours lute in leav- 
ing Cincinnati, and did not roach New 
Richmond until shortly before inid- 
jiight. 


As the steamer approached the 


locks, it wns raid, the light signals 
indicated the dam was open. Jt de- 
veloped, 
however, that only about 


one-fourth of the wickets were down, 
it was said. This had the effect of 
concentrating the flow Into a narrow 
channel and causing a strong cur- 
rent. 


The Greenwood entered the chan- 


nel at full speed, hut was swept out 
of control hy the pressure of the wa- 
ter and was forced to the Kentucky 
side, her how striking the wail of 
the lock with a loud crash. The noise 
brought a.number of persons in th^ 
vicinity of the lock to the scene. 


Jt was learned later .that several 


deckhands and an assistant to the 
boat carpenter were buried 
under 


freight 
which 
toppled over 
upon 


them and were bruised severly. The 
boat carpenter's assistant was bruised 
severely un his legs by a Urge box 
of mprchindise which fell on him. 
Several pieces 
of freight 
dropped 


overheard iuto the river and were 
uot recovered. 


The boat carpenter's assistant, al- 


though injured, 
extricated 
himself 


and went down into the hull, where 
he found water cowing in through 
the opened seams. A tarpaulin was 
placed over the bow while the flow of 
water -was stopped with pieces of a 
cotton mattress. The boat then drop- 
ped below the lock and landed on the 
Kentucky shore, where a thorouf h ex- 
amination and further repairs were 
made. The damage was estimated at 
$500. 


The passengers by this time had 


become calm again, and after the re- 
pairs were made the boat proceeded 
through the lock at half speed on her 
journey up the river. 
It was said 


that there was nearly a foot of water 
in her hold at the time. 


Most of the passengers were resi- 


dents of nearby towns and were not 
in their berths when the crash came, 
but were dressed and waiting for the 
boat to reach, their landings. Other 
passengers remained up all night to 
keep a watch, on the leaks, to be cer- 
tain the water did not gain headway. 


Among the passengers were Mr. 


and Mrs. William H. Wilson, »21 
Blair avenue, Cincinnati. Mr. Wilson. 
H real estate and insurance man, 
made several trips Into the hull dur- 
ing the night to examine the effect- 
iveness of the temporary plugs. 


The boat was in command of Cap- 


tain Matthew Miller. 
Among the 


members of the crew were First Mate 
Henry Jenkins, and Clerk Press El- 
lison. 
Ellison was the. clerk 011 the 


steamer Chilo when it sank at the 
same dam last year, after cutting 
hole in its hull 'during high water. 
He lost his swings, which were In 
the boat's safe. Several other mem- 
bers of the crew of the Greenwood 
also were un the Chilo when it went 
down.

so less. At the same time, they are 
advised under no circumstances to do 
work previously done by or take the 
place of any of the striking employes 
under penalty ol expulsion. In other 
words, the chiefs of the Brotherhoods 
recognize the strike of the shopmen 
«s legal and justifiable, but in accord- 
ance with their-well-established pol- 
icy, they will not violate the solemn 
contracts previously made with the 
railway companies. 


Protest Violation by Raltmds 
TVhile observing 
carefully 
the 


terms of their agreements, the rail- 
way Brotherhoods are protesting to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
against the action of certain railroads 
affected by the strike in compelling 
train service employes to take out en- 


nes which are dangerously unsafe. 


Jeopardizing the lives of

ployes as' well as the traveling pub- 
lic. Because of the shopmen's strike, 
the general yardmaster of the Kan- 
sas City Terminals has just posted 
notices requiring engineers to move 
trains over congested 
and

tracks without air being coupled for 
the operation of air brakes. On other 
lines headlights are out of repair, 
engine flues are leaking, injectors 
fall to work, water glasses are brok- 
en, aud other defects are unrepaired 
which endanger the lives of the em- 
ployes as well a* the public. 


The rules of the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission forbid the opera- 
tion of engines in such condition, and 
the Brotherhood chiefs have appealed 
directly to the Bureau of Safety and 
the Bureau of Locomotive Inspection 
maintained by the Commission to gee 
that these practices are Immediately 
stopped.

CLEVELAND, July 2-1—Faced with 


the tragic alternative of losing their 
livelihood or breaking fraternal ties 
which have bound them to their labor 
union for half a century, many worn- 
out employes of the railroads are be- 
ing ordered back to service as strike- 
breakers under penalty of losing the 
retirement pension which is their sole 
source of income. These aged 
em- 


ployes, after years of faithful service 
to the railroads, were placed in the 
human scrap pile by their employers 


with sufficient pension to sustain life. 
Many of them have been . •lithful 
members of the railroad labor unions 
for forty years or more, and wear the 
honor badge of these organizations.

Government intervention in fixing 


wages of employes in the basic indus- 
tries has received a death blow by the 
split which has disrupted the unity 
of tlie U. S. Railroad Labor Board. 
The Board 
was created under the 


beautiful theory that harmony could, 
easily be secured if wages and work- 
ing conditions could be determined by 
a government body composed of rep- 
resentatives of the workers, the rail- 
road executives and 
the 
"public." 


The Board has maintained an out- 
ward, appearance of unity for more 
than a year, largely because the labor 
representatives Lave-not protested 
the repeated violations of its decis- 
ions by tbu carriers. The great wage 
slash of last July, cutting- over $378.- 
000,000.00 from the workers' pay, was- 
sanctioned by the labor members of 
the 'board In order to keep peace in 
the railway industry. The representa- 
tives of the workers have rebelled, 
however, ut the recent majority de- 
cisions chopping $136,000.000.00 more 
from the workers' pay, in the face of 
rising costs of living. 


The dissenting opinions filed by the 


labor member* of the board iu these 
wage cut decisions eriticire without 
mercy the ruling* of the railroad aud 
public groups while the latter nc- 
cu«e the labor members of instigating 
dissension nmong the workers. The 
minority members 
claim 
that the 


justification presented by the major- 
ity is ''unfair and misleading"; while 
the representatives of the railroads 
nnd the public brand Iho statement 
o£ the minority as "incendiarism" "a 
strained and exaggerated effort to 
inflame the employes," sowing some 
of the tiny seeds that have germi- 
nated and blossomed Into anarchy in 
Uussla." 


The labor memlwra of the Board 


have met these charges with n. hot 
denial. The split is on. Meanwhile 
the majority numbers are iKnuing bul- 
letins to the press nnd the public 
without the knowledga advice or con- 
sent of the minority members; and 
the latter are Issuing counter state- 
ments to make plain their position. 


Not content with this interior dis- 


sension, the majority members of the 
board have threatened to class the 
striking shopmen as "outlaws" nnd to 
recognize as a labor organization the 
strikebreakers who take their place. 
The railway employes ignore this 
threat, and accuse the majority of the 
board of developing a governmental 
strike breaking 
agency, In 
which 


three representatives of the undefined 
"public" combine with the three rail 
road members to impose wage slavery 
on the workers.
